Tlio Angust nighla from the 8th to 
the I2ih will be enlivened by thedis- 
plav or meteors which are sure to des- 
cend tiirougii the atmosphere in great- 
er or less numbers. Tbe meteora, as la 
well known, come In the great meteor 
zone wlioiie perihelion zone !h 011 the 
earth's orbit and whoao aphelion ex- 
tends beyond the bounds of Neptune, 
the moHl distant planet iq 'tbt aolar 
ayatem. The earth, about' tb« lOtb, 
^nngea tbroogb the aone, tha malaon 



irc set on flro by the ooncnaslon of 
>he earth's atmosphere, and descend 
m liio form of shooting stars. The 
radlHitt point of liio Aiitfiiat meteora 
ia ill the constellation IVrenUH. and 
iliry are therefore culled IVrslda. 
I'eraeua riaea on the inih in the nortb- 
esat about !l o'clock, and observers 
who walcli the i.kv in lliat direction 
will be rewarded by liio sight of sev- 
eral iinndrrd meteors aa tliohonra of 
iho night pasa on. Many of them 
will be brilliant, and as large aa stara 
of the flrt.t magnitude, and many of 
them will leave trails of luminous
